Records 54 Below Zero 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP) A 
storm which formed over the gulf 
of Alaska and moved down the Pa- 
cific Coast may reach California 
this week, the weather bureau in- 
dicated today. 

The bureau forcast southwest 
gales off the coast of Washington 
and Oregon tonight and tomorrow, 
with rain in Northern California. 

A Canadian blizzard swept east- 
ward across the north central states 
today and sent temperatures tumb- 
ling to sub-zero levels. 

The storm centered in a great! 
mass of cold air extending from the 
artic regions to the Gulf of Mexico 
and from the Rocky Mountains to 
the Ohio river valley. U.S. Fore- 
caster J. R. Llody at Chicago said 
the cold would encompass the en- 
tire eastern two-thirds of the 
country by tomorrow. 

A 40-mile-an-hour gale swept 
heavy snows across the Dakotas, 
Minnesota and Northern Wisconsin 
and piled 10-foot drifts on high- 
ways. 

The mass of cold air formed over 
Nome. Alaska, Dec. 22 causing a 
high barametric pressure. By Mon- 
day it had brought the temperature 
down to 54 below zero at Mayo, 
Yukon territory.

Conservative Faction

Congress, elected last month in the 
first major New Deal political re- 
verse, meets one week from today 
for a prolonged contest over con- 
trol of the democratic party.

On Jan. 4 he} 
will deliver his annual message to 
a joint session of house and senate.

LOS ANGELES, ‘lPi—Recently I 
saw the finest motion picture I 
have ever seen, and you musn’t dis- 
miss my opinion lightly, because as 
a man who dates back to John 
Bunny, Flora Finch, Broken Blos- 
soms, and Birth of a Nation, I am 
qualified to speak as a fairly com- 
petent critic.

The picture I saw was the one 
that Herr Adolf Hitler commissioned 
Miss Leni Riefenstahl to take of 
the Olympic games held in Berlin 
in August of 1936. Few persons in 
this country have ever seen the 
film. I have heard that it never will 
be extensively shown because of 
the anti-Nazi boycott and the belief 
that it consists of German propa- 
ganda. The showing I saw was in 
the nature of a secret one—a sort 
of sneak preview, in which those in- 
vited were asked not to mention the 
time nor the place in which they 
saw it. 

I am not in favor of any such 
handling of the film. It is not prop- 
aganda, but a magnificent filming 
of the greatest meeting of athletes 
in the history of the world. It 
could have been taken anywhere— 
England, France, Greece, or Swit- 
zerland. If it is not shown to the 
youth of this country, the youth o1 
this country will be the loser.— 
From start to finish—and it runs 
almost four hours—it’s only mes- 
sage is the joy and the glory that 
comes from the development of a 
superb body. 

I went to Berlin for the Olympic 
games, but watching Miss Riefen- 
stahl’s film, I saw more of the games 
than I ever did from a press box in 
the stadium. Her cameramen missed 
nothing. It covered it all, from the 


a camera bug, and have handled 
nothing more intricate than a 
Brownie No, 2, but I am willing to 
swear that some of the “shots” in 
the Olympic picture never have 
been surpassed. 

The close-up of Jesse Owens, as 
he crouched on the mark in the 100- 
yard dash and broad jump, alone 
justify the picture. You see him 
swallow as the starter cries, “On 
your mark;” you see the muscles 
gather in his legs as the call "Get 
set,” comes; and you see the mag- 
nificent flow of a champion when 
the starter says ‘‘Go.’’ There are 
diving and swimming shots that are 
unbelievable in their beauty and 
reality. There are pictures of the 
eight-oared shell and oarsmen in 
action that defy description, and it 
will be many years before any cam- 
era catches more beauty and drama 
than did Miss Riefenstah] in the 
pole vault finals between the United 
States and Japan. I saw that fi- 
nal, and yet last night my spine 
tingled all over again, and dur- 
ing the final tries it was all I could 
do to keep from rising from my 
seat and yelling. 

Honestly, there never has been 
such sport photography. Under- 
water pictures of the swimming 
events.
